It doos 
not mark the actus] sits of the axscution 
on July 31,.1688. Tha Duke of York is 
said to have been anxious that Russcll 
should bo beheaded belore his own house, 
but King Chorles II., with finer fooling, 
rejected the suggestion as indecent. 

Long known as Holbern-row and New- 
man's row, the north aide af Linedin's 
Tno-ficlds waa not built ea it now stands 
till the later years of the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Sir John Soane in 1612 pulled 
down tho house then occupying the dite 
of No, 18, and aiterwords that next dood 
a3wall, to build’ the museum bearing his 
name, which is packed, with a: wondér- 
fully . interesting . collection af . achibite. 
Lincoln's. Inn ball and gardens form the 
boundary af the fields on’ the east; on 
tho ‘south: side -thero havo been fow 
changes since the vest ‘building of tho 
College of Surgeons wai crocted,. partly 
oa the ground of the old tennis court, 
‘Mtorwards the Linodin’s. Inn Thoatro, 
whereid Quin: played ali the parte that 
havo made his memory imperishable in 
stage annale. The Land Registry offices, 
just recently extended, havo made. a 
grest difference in the south-oast angle, 
cloeo by the old Debtors’ Court familiar 
to readers of ‘Charles Dickens, Looking 
round the square, however, ona realises
